Assessor Says Gain of Almost 
Million Dollars Probable 
For Year 


County Assessor Cranmer pre- 
dicts an increase of about a million 
dollar:: in the assessed valuation | 
of San Bernardino county for the | 
present fiscal year. About the 
first of March five deputies will be- 
gin compiling the new assessment 
rolls. There will be ve in- 
creasé in realty asses nts” in 
the county, said Mr. Cranmer, the 
additional valuation being the re- 
sult of new construction. 

The assessed valuation for the 
current year, including utility 
properties and unsecured personal 
property, is $138,031,695. 

In the past decade, the assessed 
valuation of San Bernardino coun- 
ty has virtually doubled. How- 
ever, said Mr. Cranmer, the as- 
sessment on operative properties 
returned to the county from state 
rolls, beginning with the 1935-36 
year, accounts for part of the in- 
crease while the assessment rate 
was also raised from 33 1-3 per 
cent to 50 per cent of the valua- 
tion at the same time. 

Mr. Cranmer said the deputies 
will have new assessment books 
this year on which the parcels be- 
ing assessed may be compared by 
property owners against assess- 
ments of adjoining property. ' 

After the assessment rolls are; 
prepared, they will be given to the 
board of supervisors, which will 
then determine the tax rate need- 
ed to raise funds for county and 
mandatory state functions. 

With the exception of Orange 
county, which derives taxes from 
oil property valued at $35,000,000. | 
San Bernardino county has _ the 
lowest tax rate of any in Southern 
California.

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Wages Higher—But Jobs Dwindle 


The United States News points out: ‘‘The man with a job 
in an American manufacturing industry saw the wage he re- 
ceived for an hour’s work shoot sharply higher in 1937.’’ 

At the same time this man with a job saw the number of 
hours that he worked grow fewer in number and the total jobs 
in industry grow less. 

“On the one side were the highest average hourly wages 
in history for workers with jobs in manufacturing industries. 
On the other side were fewer jobs to be filled at these higher 
Wwages—resulting in very much smaller pay rolls.’’ 

When the rise started in December, 1936, the hour rate was 
59.4 cents—and the rise was steady until December, 1937, when 
it reached 66.6 cents, an increase of 12.2 per cent. 

The ups and downs of employment were not so regular. In 
May it had reached a top of 8,556,000. Not much difference was 
noted until November, when there was a sharp drop and the 
total employed went down more than a million in two months. 
Some manufacturer$ were ordering a cut in the hourly wage— 
but the President opposed this. Instead of cutting wages Mr. 
Roosevelt held that manufacturers should cut prices to a point 
that would enable workers to buy more of their products. - 

There is now a debate—both inside the government and 
outside—whether there is close relationship between the fact 
that hourly wages rose so rapidly last year and that employ- 
ment dropped so suddenly at the end of the year. One side 
contends the sudden rise in hourly wages forced industry to 
make sharn increases in the price ‘of products—thereby mak- 
ing it harder for people to buy the products. 

Noting the arguments of each group, the 
News says: 

“The point of this group is that the increase of 7.2 
eents an hour in manufacturing was an average increase. 
The increase in particular industries was very much great- 
er than the average. In other industries there was no in- 
crease at all. Fewer than half of the workers in industry 
and in trade and agriculture shared in the pay rises. 

‘*Workers who did not get an increase found it harder 
to buy the clothes and the shoes and the automobiles and 
the houses produeed by those who did get an increase in 
wages that then was passed on in the form of a price in- 
crease. The result was that fewer goods were sold and 
fewer goods needed to be produced so that manufacturing 
industries had fewer jobs to give. 

‘‘The other side agrees that only a portion of the coun- 
try’s workers received a pay increase. It also agrees’ that 
when prices are raised the workers who did not get a pay 
increase cannot buy as much as before. 

**But at this point the argument starts. 

‘‘Secording to those who share the President’s view, 
if industry had raised prices only enough to cover the in- 
erease in wages the total purchasing power of the coun- 
try would not have been diminished. The claim here is 
that industry raised prices mach more than enough to meet 
its added costs, thereby narrowing purchasing power and 
precipitating a retession. : 

‘To get the elevator of employment rising again, this 
side contends, industry now should take a chance and low- 
er prices without lowering wages, finding its profit in a 
larger volume of production and sales. 

‘Whichever side is right, the facts show that workers 
very definitely have fewer dollars in their pay envelopes 
with which to pay the higher prices for goods that still 
are prevailing. 

“In each week of November, 1937, workers in those 
establishments reporting, to the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
had $25,900,000 less money in their weekly pay envelopes 
than during October. And in December they had $17,600,- 
000 less money in the weekly pay envelope than they had 
in NovemBer. eit 

“This means a decline in manufacturing industry pay 
rolls of more than 15 per cent in two months. Those pay 
rolls now are nearly 6 per cent lower than they were one 
year ago when the sharp wage rise started. 

‘The result is that workers are making less money at 
high hourly rates of pay—on an average—than they made 
at the lower rates of 1986. This is due to the fact that 
fewer are working and those who are working are em- 
ployed, on an average, for shorter hours. In reporting in- 
dustries alone, on an annual basis, the deflation in wages 
amounts to nearly two and one half billion dollars. 

‘The problem now is to get the elevator of employment 
rising again. Debate now under way concerns whether 
that rise can be started with a cut in prices or a cut In 
wages or both.’’

The children of America also, march—out 
in their minds aré thoughts of camp fire dinners, woodman’s 
knots, physical and moral betterment and other things that 
strengthen them and build for citizenship. 

Unlimited by class, creed, color or political distinctions, the 
Boy Scout movement has for its primary aim the development 
ef high ideals and high honor in the growing men of the world. 
If tomorrow’s men are better citizens than those of today a 
large share of the credit shall go to the Boy Scout movement. 

Considering these facts, all of us might well join with the 
Scouts in saying: ‘‘On.My honor I will do my best to do my 
duty to God and my country, to obey the Scout law, to"help 
other people at all times and to keep myself physically strong, 
mentally awake and morally straight.”’

The original tea pot was 
of one gallon capacity, while the 
reproduction is quart size, but all 
other of the remarkable details 
are identical. 

Two blessings, one of which is 
known today as the “John Wes- 
ley blessing,” are engraved on the 
pot, one on each side.

wreaths, suggestive of the 
Wedgewood flower garden in 
which the two men first met.!

are designs copied from a dress 
worn by the young woman who 
later became the wife of Josiah 
Wedgewood and the grandmother 
of Charles Darwin.
